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WEEKEND GOODBYE CEREMONY FOR

he Alley, the Lakeview 

department store catering 

to bikers, punks, Goths and 
rockers, will hold a funeral Saturday as 
it prepares to close its doors for good, 
but in some ways it feels like another 
nail in the coffin for brick-and-mortar 


retail stores. 


The 39-year-old business at 3228 N. Clark St. 
no longer sees the steady stream of custom- 
ers coming in and out of its front doors that it 
once did, the owner said. The Alley isn’t alone. 
Recent Black Friday weekend sales paint a 
picture: Online purchases outpaced in-store 
purchases, according to the National Retail 
Federation’s Thanksgiving Weekend Survey. 

“The foot traffic to Lakeview has dropped 
over the last decade,” The Alley owner Mark 


Thomas told RedEye. “There has been a shift 
in the way people are spending their money, 
and the Internet is where a lot of business is 
going.” 

Online shopping and a shift in consumer 
spending are hurting big and small businesses, 
according to Mary Ann McGrath, professor 
of marketing at Quinlin School of Business at 
Loyola University Chicago. 

“There is a new consumer process. If they 
go to the store, they are there to browse and 
use the expertise of the people there, then 
they go home, start reading reviews of differ- 
ent products and end up buying online,” Mc- 
Grath said. “It’s the new reality of the market- 
place—we’ve moved in the direction where 
everything is a competition for price.” 

Storefront operations like The Alley are be- 
coming increasingly more expensive to main- 
tain and can be hurt by their niche offerings, 
said Tim Calkins, a clinical professor of mar- 
keting at Northwestern University’s Kellogg

School of Management. 

“The retailers that are doing better are a bit 
more insulated from the online competition,” 
Calkins said. “They are usually selling day- 
to-day items, so the incentive to go online to 
shop is a little less.” 

But in the world today, Web retail giant 
Amazon.com is making life tough for all re- 
tailers, Calkins added. 

“Amazon has generated a huge amount of 
revenue growth, and that growth is coming 
from the lost revenue of other retailers, small 
and big,” Calkins said. 

Thomas said the final straw for The Alley 
was the start of construction of a new build- 
ing next door that will eventually house a Tar- 
get. 

“We could have made it through, but when 
concrete trucks were parked in front of our 
storefront, people didn’t see us. Our foot traf- 
fic dropped and our sales dropped, and we just 
couldn’t hang on,” Thomas said.

The Alley’s funeral is set for 9 p.m. this Sat- 
urday. Thomas said the event will be a chance 
for longtime customers to dress up, mingle as 
a community and say goodbye. The funeral 
will also include a memorial T-shirt giveaway 
to the first 100 people to arrive, a casket, a 
hearse and possibly a band. 

Thomas hopes to open The Alley as a dif- 
ferent business and at a different location. 
The plan is for it to be a combo coffeehouse 
and performance space in the coming months.

Expert tips for winning 
the online dating game

If dating is a game, online dating is a game of 
strategy. Message someone “hey,” and you'll 
probably be ignored. Send the wrong emoji— 
or apparently any emoji at all if you’re 
male—and you're as good as gone. 

The protocol can be daunting. With the 
beginning of a new year, we figured there’s 
no better time to ask online dating experts 
to share their tips for success. 

Your odds are good during the winter: 
According to Lauren O’Reilly of OkCupid, 
people tend to end relationships going into 
the holidays and want to start fresh in the 
new year. 

“Everybody starts their New Year’s reso- 
lution, and a lot of times it’s: Get online or 
go out more, proactive stuff to really meet 
somebody,” said Jess McCann, author of 
“You Lost Him at Hello: From Dating to ‘T 
Do’—Secrets from One of America’s Top 
Dating Coaches.” 

Your odds are even better on Sundays: 
Add perusing dating apps into your “easing 
into the weekday” Sunday night routine. Ac- 
cording to O’Reilly, 7 p.m. Sunday is the av- 
erage peak of traffic for OkCupid, aka your 
best chance of striking up a conversation 
with a potential suitor. 

Don’t procrastinate: “Messages sent with- 
in the first 24 hours are twice as likely to re- 
ceive a response,” said Jean-Marie McGrath 
of Hinge. The majority of users take up to 
2.5 days to start a conversation, however. 

Be genuine: Look at a dater’s profile and 
write to them about something specific, 
so they know that you’re not just randomly 
throwing out opening lines to every single 
person that is on the app, McCann suggested. 

Give them something to work with: Start- 
ing a conversation with a question works 
best. Encourage a match to answer by feed- 
ing them material. 

“You can say something like ‘Katy Perry 
or Taylor Swift?’ or a cute opening line with 
two choices that kind of gives you a little 
idea of who they are,” McCann said. 

Play it cool: People tend to word-vomit 
exactly what they’re looking for in their bios. 
Less is more, warned Laurie Davis, chief ex- 
ecutive of eFlirt, an online dating consultancy. 

“You would never say that to somebody 
when you first meet them at a bar, so don’t 
say that online either,” she said. Keep it light 
and simple, and never be negative. Listing 
what you don’t want in a relationship is “just 
going to make you look cold,” she added.

Get offline ASAP: Many people like the 
idea of online dating in theory but don’t 
find success because they never meet people 
face-to-face. Which is why McCann likes 
the sense of urgency that location-based 
apps like Tinder present to users. “You’re 
only going to be in the same place and time 
for avery short finite period,” she said. 

Try to keep virtual chatting to a minimum. 
Davis’ rules of thumb are six messages back 
and forth on dating sites, 20 to 30 text ex- 
changes if you’re on a dating app. If by two 
weeks of messaging, you haven't met up, 
someone’s got to suggest a date. 

“You really want to get to meeting each 
other and make sure that there really is 
some sort of real connection before you de- 
velop a virtual fantasy of the relationship in 
your head,” McCann said. 

Hit them with your best shots: When it 
comes to your photos, “you need to look like 
youre ready to walk out the door and go on 
a great first date,” McCann said. 

Avoid group photos, wearing sunglasses 
or only including pictures of your face. 

“You're 203 percent more likely to get 
messages when you have one full body shot,” 
Davis advised. 

Be sure to include pictures that show 
what your life is like when you’re not just sit- 
ting around your living room taking selfies. 
Active lifestyle shots make for great conver- 
sation starters. 

Emoji are your friend, but only if you’re 
a woman: “Men shouldn’t be using emoji 
at all,” Davis said. “If they use a smiley face 
in a message, their response rate drops 
66 percent.” Ouch, what gives? According 
to Davis, women look for confidence in a 
man, and relying on emoji to show emotions 
doesn’t exude confidence. 

But for women the opposite is true. Ac- 
cording to Davis, when women use a smiley 
face in their profile, it will increase messages 
by 60 percent. “For women, when they use 
emoji, it comes across as being warmer.”

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Divvy adding 96 new stations

Divvy is expanding in Chicago and crossing 
over the city border into Oak Park and Evan- 
ston, the mayor’s office announced Wednesday. 

Divvy, the city’s blue-bike-sharing program, 
will add 75 more stations in neighborhoods 
including Rogers Park on the North Side, 
Austin and Garfield Park on the West Side 
and Englewood, Burnside, Chatham, Greater 
Grand Crossing and Brighton Park on the 
South Side, according to a news release issued 
by Mayor Emanuel’s office. 

The latest Divvy expansion will go past the 
city’s boundaries and place 13 stations in Oak 
Park and eight in Evanston, the release said. 
That addition will bring the total number 
of Divvy stations in the Chicago area from 
475 to 571. Plus, more than 250 new bikes 
will be placed on racks, for a total of more 
than 5,000 Divvy bikes. 

“Divvy has been a great success story and is 
a major reason why Chicago has become one 
of the most bike-friendly cities in the coun- 
try,” Emanuel said in the release. “Now we are 
building on that success. This new expansion 
will ensure more residents in more neighbor- 
hoods can access this system and enjoy the 


transportation and health benefits of biking.” 
Divvy’s most recent expansion last year 
didn’t reach all corners of the city. Currently, 
the bike-share program’s boundaries roughly 
are 75th Street in South Shore to the south, 
Touhy Avenue in Rogers Park to the north, 
and Pulaski Road in Little Village and Avon- 
dale to the west. Divvy launched in June 2013. 
The blue bikes are used year-round, as 
evidenced by more than 900 rides this past 
Sunday, when the high was 27 degrees and 
the low was 4 degrees, CDOT Commissioner 
Rebekah Scheinfeld said in the news release. 
Last year, there were nearly 3.2 million 
trips, a 30 percent increase from 2014, she 
said. The bike-sharing system counts almost 
32,000 annual members.

Wicker Park ice rink set to open

The Wicker Park ice rink is expected to open 
on Sunday. 

A ribbon cutting for the rink is set for noon 
Sunday inside the neighborhood’s park of the 
same name at 1425 N. Damen Ave., said Doug 
Wood, the Wicker Park Advisory Council's 
coordinator of events and initiatives. 

Skaters can take to the ice from noon until 
8 p.m. Sunday. But plan ahead. This is a BYO 
operation: There won't be any place to rent 
skates on site. On the upside, admission is free. 

Although the non-refrigerated rink was 
installed in December, the water needed to 
freeze so the ice would be 4 inches thick, 
Wood wrote in an email to RedEye. 


After several warm spells, Mother Nature 
now seems to be cooperating. In fact, this may 
be the only good thing about these below- 
freezing temperatures. 

When the iceis properly frozen, the rink will 
be open from 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. daily for all ages. 
An adults-only skate will be from 7 p.m.-8 p.m. 
daily and 7 p.m.-9 p.m. Saturdays. 

Organizers say volunteers are needed to 
shovel snow off and resurface the ice as well as 
to monitor the rink, which measures 120 feet 
long by 60 feet wide. 

The park advisory council was able to raise 
more than $30,000 for the rink, which will 
close in March.

JOHN KRASINSKI HAS ABS. YOU CAN GIVE HIM BIGGER ROLES NOW.

If 2014 was the year of the adorable-chubby-guy-turned-superhero-hunk, 2015 was 


the average Joe’s turn (or should we say John?). Gearing up to star in the Michael 


Bay-directed “13 Hours: The Secret Soldiers of Benghazi” (out Friday), former “The 


Office” star John Krasinski was charged with transforming his everyman bod into 
that of a former Navy SEAL. And my, oh my, did he ever. 


Krasinski’s transformation adds his name 
to the list of dorks-turned-dreamboats that’s 
been slowly but surely growing since the 
Tobey Maguire “Spider-Man” trilogy.

Now the hilarious high jinks of putting all 
of Dwight’s belongings in Jell-O seem worlds 
away from his new role in “13 Hours,” where 
he plays ex-Navy SEAL Jack Silva, complete 
with newfound biceps, triceps, glutes, abs 
and any other muscle you can think of. Jim 
Halpert couldn't hurt a fly, but now he’s 
equipped to take on an army. 

Chris Pratt also slimmed down (and beefed 
up!) his beer-and-burgers Andy Dwyer bod 
for a major role in “Guardians of the Galaxy.” 
For Pratt, part of his “Parks and Rec” comedy 
came from easy laughs at his body’s expense; 
his physique (or lack thereof) contributed to 
the physical comedy of sliding over cars or 
flying over desks.

(This can also be 
referred to as the Neville Longbottom phe- 
nomenon.) Something you hadn’t really given 
much thought to before is now suddenly at 
the forefront of your mind. The “something,” 
in this case, is Krasinski’s sculpted body. 

Hollywood is well aware of the success of 
this drab-to-fab motif. (It’s the literal plotline 
of the first “Captain America.”) Krasinski 
might just seem like the next in the success- 
ful saga of the dork-turned-action-hero. But 
the sassy wit and good-natured humor of his 
previous character bring an added layer to 
the action-hero trope, going beyond just his 
easy-to-look-at washboard abs and tree-trunk 
biceps. Perhaps the combo helped him score 
a role that’s more superhuman than it is 
superhero. “13 Hours” is about a defining mo- 
ment in American history, after all. 

So what does this mean for the future of 
Krasinski’s career? After Pratt slimmed down 
and bulked up for “Guardians,” he landed 
“Jurassic World,” one of the most successful 
movies of 2015—a good sign for Krasinski 
and his six-pack. While he may have been 


loved by many as normal-sized Jim Halpert, 
he’s well on his way to being a legit action 
hero, with the doors to the world of explo- 
sions and gunfire opening wide to welcome 
him. It might not exactly be a guarantee of 
critical acclaim, but it’s potentially a way 
to box-office success for Krasinski and the 
future action-packed roles he might land. 
All being said, I’m not quite 
sure how to handle hunky Jim 
Halpert, and I’m not alone. 
His wife, Emily Blunt, , 
apparently wants her ill 
“doughy” boy back, ac- 
cording to Krasinski’s 
promotional appear- 
ance on “The Late 
Show with Stephen 
Colbert.”
